the table of the Council, and published in our 
issue of Jan. 2t. The Secretary of State for 
the Colonies therein gives, his reason for com- 
ing to the conclusion that expropriation ja the 
only feasible course to adopt, and he mentions 
that Sir Frank: Swettenham was at first 
opposed to it, as well as the present Gov- 
ernor, One he had won. over; the other 
he thought might modify his yiews of the 
impossibility of such a course of action. It 
is therefore quite plain that the Secretary 
of State had himtelf decided on mxpropriation, 
Whether any opposition by the unofficial 
members, always, when the Government likes, 
in a minority, and weakened at the meeting of 
March, 3rd by the depariure of Mr, Allinson, 
and the absence of Mr. Murray, Is tikely to be 
effective, we leave our readers to eck?
